MEAT DELIVERIES 
TO RESTAURANTS, 
HOTELS STOPPED 


Won't Be Resumed Mon- 
day Unless Receipts In- 
crease — Institutions 


Also Affected. 


Deliveries of meat to hotels, res- 
taurants and institutions have 
been halted until Monday because 
of the acute meat shortage, it 
was announced today by B. G. 
Reichardt, president of the Met- 
ropolitan Meat Dealers’ Associa- 
tion. He said no deliveries would 


be made Monday unless livestock 
receipts increase. 

A spokesman for the Individual 
Retail Grocers and Meat Dealers’ 
Association said that little fresh 
meat remained in retail shops and 
that deliveries were confined 
mostly to sausage and other proc- 
essed items. 
Slaughtering was reported af a 
standstill at the two largest East 
Side packing plants, Armour & 
Co, and Swift & Co. Both firms 
have already laid off a large part 
of their force and further cuts are 
contemplated if the livestock sit- 
uation. fails to improve. 

Receipts of livestock at Nation- 
al ‘Stockyards today were de- 
scribed as “pitiful” by an official 
of the Producers’ Livestock Co- 
operative Exchange. Hogs totaled 
only 300 today against 1950 last 
week and over 3000 a year ago. 
Total receipts of hogs today on 
the 12 leading exchanges in the 
United States were only 3500 com- 
pared with over 24,000 a year ago. 

Cattle receipts today were esti- 
mated at 1200 as against 4600 
a-year ago with few choice ani- 
mals offered. The bulk were 
selling for less than $16 per 
hundredweight. The ceiling is 
$20.15. About 800 calves were re- 
ceived and 1000 sheep compared 
with 3200 and 4300 respectively 
last year. Hogs sold uniformly at 
the ceiling price of $16.20. ö

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5— Sec- 
retary of State Byrnes will make 
three main points in his Stutt- 
gart speech tomorrow: 

America is in world politics 
to stay. The United States is 
not going back to isolationism. 

America has already made 


vast contributions to recovery 
in Germany, in Europe and in 
the world as a whole. 

The United States has worked 
from the start and will go on 
working for a unified, demo- 
cratic Germany which can sup- 
port itself in decency although 
not able to make war. 

It is believed here that Byrnes’s 
making of these points will have 
an important effect on the trend 
of events in Europe, especially 
in Germany. 

This is true for two reasons. 
First, the United States has been 
tongue-tied. There has been no 
comprehensive, aut horit a tive 
statement of policy on these 
points for several months. For 
this reason alone, a good many 
people tend to forget what United 
States policy is, if they ever 
knew. 

Second, Communists all over the 
world have been waging a high- 
powered propaganda campaign 
ever since V-J day, glorifying 
Soviet policy and smearing the 
United States. The Communists 
say that the United States will 
pull the same kind of a “hit-and- 
run act” soon now that it did 
after World War I, and retreat 
into the same kind of isolationism, 

U.S. Policy Misrepresented. 
World Communism also has be- 

littled the United States’s contri- 
bution to world recovery and has 
magnified the Soviet contribution. 
The Communists have misrepre- 
sented United States policy on 
other matters, especially Ameri- 
can policy on Germany. 

In the absence of any firm 
statement, from a high source, of 
the true United States position, 
Communist propaganda has made 
much headway. ° 

Byrnes’s speech will remind the 
world that what the Communists 
say “ain’t necessarily so.” 

Unless he makes some last-min- 
ute changes, Byrnes will make the 
following points clear regarding 
United States policy on Germany: 

Denazification and Demilitariza- 
tion. These processes are now al- 
most completed in the United 
States zone and elsewhere. They 
are like certain major surgical 
operations, painful, but necessary 
to the patient’s life and health. 
German recovery can now soon 
begin. 

The United States claims no 
reparations from Germany. The 
Russians are demanding $10,000,- 
000,000. Moscow has always in- 
sisted, and still insists, that there 
must be long drawn-out repara- 
tions payments. 

The Punited States also insists 
that German exports must 
used first of all to pay for things 
which the Reich needs to import, 
not for reparations, as the So- 
viets demand. 

The American occupying forces 
do not “live off the land,” as the 
Red Army does, but are self-sup- 
porting. More than this, the 
United States is pouring $200,000,- 
000 a year into its zone in an at- 
tempt to keep the people's heads 
above water.

RUSSIA ASSAILS 
ITALY, BUT BACKS 
Bl FOUR TREATY 
PLAN ON TRIESTE 


Vishinsky Supports De- 
cision for Political 
Considerations, but 
Says Yugoslavs Have 
‘Right’ to Port.

PARIS, Sept. 5 (AP)—Andrei Y. 
Vishinsky, Russian deputy foreign 
minister, called on the Zi-nation 
peace conference today to “reject 
emphatically” Italian claims to 
disputed Trieste. 

Outlining Soviet Russia's stand 
on the leading territorial issue 
before the postwar conference, 
Vishinsky said Yugoslavia has an 
“unquestionable right” to Trieste. 
He said the Soviet Union was sup- 
porting the Big Four agreement 
to make a free territory of the 
port only because of “political con- 
sideration.” 


The Russian diplomat, in a 
speech before the Italian Political 
and Territorial Commission, ac- 
cused Ivanoe Bonomi, former 
Italian premier, of “cloaking an- 
nexations with the flag of jus- 
tice” in claiming the important 
Adriatic port for Italy. 

“Two and Two Make Five.” 
| Mishinsky’ declared sharply: 

“Yugoslavia has an unquestion- 
able right to the port and town 
of Trieste. The decision of the 
Foreign Ministers contains a min- 
imum of justice, In our opinion it 
ea contain a maximum of jus- 

ce. : 

“But sometimes it is not pos- 
sible to have a maximum of jus- 
tice in dealing with political con- 
siderations. Sometimes when we 
are déaling with politics two and 
two don’t make four—sometimes 
they add up to five.” 

Later in the day, Soviet Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov, whom Vi- 
shinsky has beer serving as dep- 
uty, returned Paris from Mos- 
cow after stopping over in Berlin, 
th. Russian embassy said. Molo- 
tov flew to Moscow last Saturday 
for conferences. 

Russia’s voice in the Trieste 
dispute was heard on the fourth 
day of debate on the Istrian set- 
tlements. Italy and Yugoslavia 
have filed conflicting claims for 
the port, and Senator Connally 
(Dem.), Texas, yesterday declared 
that the United States wants to 
see an autonomous Trieste govern- 
ment “that will command respect 
of both Yugoslavia and Italy.” 

Attack on Italians. 

In a biting personal attack on 
Bonomi and the Italian people, 
Vishinsky said that Italy’s claim 
to Trieste was a manifestation of 
the old “annexionist and expan- 
sionist policy.” Italy’s motive, he 
added, was “a desire to grab up 
foreign properties.” Yugoslavia’s 
claim to Trieste was based, Vish- 
insky continued, on the dominant 
Slav population of the hinterland 
surrounding the port city—which 
has a majority of Italians within 
the city limits.

BREWERY UNION, 
TEAMDTERS END 
43-YEAR DISPUTE 


Jurisdictional Fight Cited 
as Classic Example 
Settled by Forming 
New Group.

The oldest jurisdictional dis- 
pute in organized labor, the 43- 
year-old American Federation of 
Labor fight between the Brewery 
Workers’, Union and the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
Chauffeurs, Warehousemen & 
Helpers, finally has been set- 
tled in St. Louis with the forma- 
tion of a new union, the Post- 
Dispatch learned today. 

The charter for the new union 
was issued last July following 
the Chicago convention of the 
AFL but announcement of the 
action was withheld pending set- 
tlement of organizational de- 
tails, 

The dispute in the AFL coun- 
cils, often referred to as a clas- 
sic example of its kind in union 


labor, began in 1903. The nub. 


of the dispute was whether the 
Brewery Workers’ jurisdiction 
over all brewery workers in- 
cluded brewery drivers, or, stated 
the other way, whether the Team- 
sters’ jurisdiction over all team- 
sters included the brewery 
drivers. Both charters of the 
unions, which overlapped, were 
explicit and inclusive. 

The new union is composed of 
250 members of Teamsters’ Local 
No. 600, who deliver beer for dis- 
tributors, and 400 brewery truck 
drivers of the Brewery Work- 
ers’ Local No. 43, who drive 
brewery-owned trucks.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 (AP)— 
‘The Army today cleared the 
‘Garsson munitions combine of any 
responsibility for defective 4.2 
mortar shells which killed 38 
American soldiers and injured 
127. 

A War Department report at- 
tributing the shell defects to faulty 
fuses was given to the Senate 
War ‘Investigating Committee. 

The report on the mortar shells, 
requested by the committee in its 
investigation of the munitions 
combine, said there were four 
principal manufacturers who pro- 
duced the defective fuses. The 
concerns headed by Henry N. 
Garsson, the report said, made 
only the shells themselves. 

The report, released at the War 
Department, named these firms 
as the principal makers of the 
fuses: 

William Fencil Co., Huntly, III.; 
Milwaukee Stamping Co., Milwau- 
kee; Casco Products Corp., Bridge- 
port, Conn.; National Fire Works 
Co., Westhanover, Mass., described 
as a subsidiary of Casco. 

Chairman Mead (Dem.), New 
York, of the committee had sum- 
marized some of the War Depart- 
ment’s report in a statez:ent last 
mori but the full report was not 
made public at that time. The re- 
port said also: 

1. Of about 4,000,000 rounds of 
the weapon fired in training, 63 
exploded prematurely. The re- 
port said the percentage of de- 
fects was 1.58 shells for every 
100,000 fired. 

2. In the 1944-45 Battle of the 
Bulge in the Ardennes, the War 
Department ordered the firing 
of 4.2 shells that had been found 
defective but directed the use 
of lanyards so the crews could 
fi.. the weapons om a safe 
distance. 

3. The most serious accident 
Was at the A. P. Hill military 
reservation, Fredericksburg, Va., 
where a muzzle burst in train- 
ing wounded 11 officers, two of 
them fatally.

The immediate practical results 
of the agreement are expected to 
include an increase in the food 
ration in the British zone to equal 
that in the American—which is 
1225 calories daily for the normal 
consumer—more efficient adminis- 
tration and the increasing of coal 
production in the British zone and 
an improvement in transport con-

Total employment in the St. 


Louis area will be almost 10 per 
cent greater by the middle of 


next month, the Eighth Federal 
Reserve District forecast today in 
its monthly review of business 
conditions and prospects. 

Unless another series of strikes 


and work stoppages halt produc- 
tion, most of the increase in em- 
ployment will occur in the manu- 
facturing industries, which are 
currently operating at greater ca- 
pacity and output than in any 
other peacetime period, the report 
stated. 

In reviewing the record-break- 
ing increases in industrial and 
agricultural production, the re- 
port pointed out that individual 
incomes are only slightly below 
the previous high mark set last 
year, and that indu trial payrolls 
are the largest in the nation’s 
economic history. The employ- 
ment increase was most notice- 
able in ‘the metal-working, clay, 
glass, stone, textile, automotive, 
and rubber goods products indus- 
tries. 

Many Women Returning to Jobs. 


The report also noted that many 
women are returning to work be- 
cause of the need to supplement 
the family income to meet the 
rising costs of living. The num- 
ber of non-veterans drawing un- 
employment compensation and 
veterans collecting readjustment 
allowances was less than the 
number receiving such benefits 
in June, the report said. 

Retail sales, measured in dol- 
lar volume, also continued at a 
near-record level, despite buyers’ 
strikes in scattered areas in pro- 
test against gradually rising 
prices. If prices can be held with- 
in “reasonable” limits, there is 
little likelihood that consumer 
purchases will slump during the 
remainder of the year, the report 
predicted. 

“The fact that dividend pay- 
ments in the second quarter were 
nearly 4 per cent larger than in 
the same quarter last year, and in 
June were only slightly less than 
in the peak June of 1945, is some 
indication of business manage- 
ment's estimation of future op- 
"erating levels,“ the report ob- 
served, 

Although dollar volume retail 
sales in July were less than those 
in the previous month, substantial 
increases were registered in July 
in comparison to the correspond- 
ing month last year. The lapse 
of price control had little effect 
upon consumer buying, the report 
said, but trends toward dis- 
criminatory buying and consumer 
resistance to substitutes are de- 
veloping. July sales were about 
12 per cent less than sales in 
June, but still were 32 per cent 
greater than those in July, 1945. 
Since the beginning of the year 
retail sales have averaged a 28 
per cent increase over sales in a 


gimilar period in 1945, the report 


stated. 5 
Rise in Clothing Sales. 

Record production of men and 
women's clothing is beginning to 
filter through to retail outlets, 
bringing sales increases of 25 and 
17 per cent, respectively, over 
July, 1945. 

The temporary suspension of 
price ceilings resulted in a large 
increase in the number of animals 
slaughtered at St. Louis livestock 
markets. Slaughtering operations 
were 41 per cent greater than in 
June and were the largest since 
last December. Slaughter of cat- 
tle increased 56 per cent and the 
number of hogs killed exceeded 
June business by 70 per cent, the 
report said. Production of coal, 
oil and lead, while not setting any 
new records, also showed slight 
increases over June production 
levels. 

Although housing continues to 
be the major domestic problem 
and shortages of building mater- 
jals have not been remedied, fur- 
niture stores recorded the largest 
retail sales increase of any mar- 
ketable item. Furniture store 
sales were up 44 per cent over 
July of last year, 

With favorable crop conditions, 
the aggregate crop this year will 
be about 6 per cent above last 
year’s, and 3 per cent greater than 
the previous high set in 1942, the 
report estimated,

RISE IN SUGAR CEILING PRICE 
IMPENDING, AGENCIES SAY 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 (AP)— 
Government officials said today 
that sugar ceiling prices must go 
higher. Although they shied away 
from estimating the exact amount, 
they mentioned that an increase 
of one cent a pound at retail 
levels would add about $80,000,000 
a year to consumer costs. 

Both OPA spokesmen and rep- 
resentatives of the Government 
Commodity Credit Corporation 
told a reporter the impending in- 
crease results from the Cuban- 
American agreement under which 
prices for Cuban sugar are based 
on the increases in the cost of 
living within the United States, 
figured on a quarterly basis. 
Cuba supplies about one-third 
of the sugar used within the Unit- 
ed States and any prices paid 
Cuba must be reflected from all 
other sources,

August Jr., 47 years old, grand- 
son of the first Adolphus Busch, 
is the fourth in the family line 
to fill the presidency of the brew- 
ing corporation.

surplus as of last Dec. 31 was 
$35,292,383. Operations of the

Busch served in Washington 
through most of the war period 
as a colonel of ordnance, He was 
besought by local Democrats to 
run for Mayor in 1945, but re- 
fused, He is an accomplished 
horseman and was master of fox- 
hounds in the Bridlespur Hunt 
Club.

Another Milk Survey. 


The Decontrol Board took a 
second look at ceiling-free milk 
and butter and apparently decid- 
ed again that the cost of those 
items is not “unreasonable.” A 
spokesman for the panel said it 
did not plan, at present, to call 
a hearing on the subject. That 
would be the first step toward 
any recontrol action. 

The three members are holding 
their first full session since Aug. 
20 when they ordered ceilings put 
back on meats, fats and oils but 
not on dairy products or grain. 

OPA expects to announce its re- 
tail prices for beef, lamb, pork 
and veal this weekend. They will 
average about 3 cents a pound 
higher than June 30 prices for 
pork, ‘6 cents higher for beef. 

This reflects’ the: higher-than- 
June 30 ceilings on livestock or- 
dered by the Agriculture Depart- 
ment and put into effect last Sun- 
day. The new wholesale ceilings 
imposed today were announced 
last week. 

Cosmetic Controls Lifted. 

Face powder, face cream, foun- 
dation cream and similar cosmiet- 
ics, if they sell for 25 cents or 
less an item, are being suspended 
indefinitely from price control, 
OPA announced. 

These are big sellers in 5-and-. 
10-cent stores and elsewhere, the 
agency reported, It said that costs 
had risen in many cases to such 
a level that manufacturers have 
discontinued some lines. 

The products automatically go 
under ceilings again if prices rise 
above 25 cents. 

Other Control Suspension. 

Price tontrol was suspended 
also on this miscellaneous list of 
items: All tire reliners, tire boots 
and patches made from scrap ma-

BOARD AGAIN FAVORS 
BLOW ST. GARAGE SITE 


Reaffirms Decision Allowing 
Construction There of $750,- 
000 Bus Building. 


The Board of Public Service, by 
a vote of three to two, today reaf- 
firmed its decision of July 12 in 
granting permission to the Public 
Service Co. to erect a $750,000 bus 
garage at Blow street and Sharp 
avenue. The proposal has been 
bitterly opposed by residents of 
that neighborhood. 

Vote on the utility firm’s appli- 
cation was the same as before, 
with Board President Milton M. 
Kinsey, Director of Public Utilities 
Harry C. Brockhoff, and Director 
of Public Safety Charles J. Riley 
voting in favor; and Director of 
Streets and Sewers Arthur C. 
Meyers and Director of Public 
Welfare Henry S. Caulfield, 
against. 

The board’s action. followed the 
recommendation in a majority re- 
port of a committee composed of 
Kinsey, Brockhoff and Meyers. 
Kinsey and Brockhoff signed the 
majority report, which said inves- 
tigation showed the Blow-Sharp 
site was “the only practical site 
which could be used for the pur- 
pose intended,” and that other 
sites inspected were found unsuit- 
able mn an engineering stand- 
point. | 

Meyers submitted a minority re- 
port which agreed with the ma- 
jority “from an engineering view- 
point,” but said that evidence had 
not been submitted showing that 
use of that site was clearhy nec- 
essary for public convenience and 
necessity.” 

Caulfield, in voting against the 
application, asserted that construc- 
tion of the garage, which would 
house 294 busses, would result in 
large vehicles moving over nar- 
row residential streets, causing 
hazards to children. 

Several hearings were held on 
the proposal, one of them attended 
by several hundred residents who 
booed statements by company rep- 
resentatives that the location re- 
quested was the only suitable one 
in the area.

Heirens’s attempt to kill him- 
self was his third since his cap- 
ture and confession of three kill- 
ings and 29 burglaries and as- 
saults.

When the relief 
guards reached the cell, Heirens 
was hanging by the sheet looped 
over a cell crossbar, The jail 
physician was summoned and re- 
ported Heirens had suffered no 
ill effects except that the jolt had

New Government regulations 
barring use of oak in home bulld- 
ing have halted construction of 
more than 20 houses at Jersey- 
ville, Til. Most of the homes were 
intended for war veterans and 
were being constructed largely 
from oak sawed from trees in the 
nearby woodlands. 

The Civilian Production Ad- 
ministration on Aug. 1 ordered 
discontinuance of the use of oak 
and other hardwoods in home 
construction, citing the acute 
shortage and inability of produc- 
tion to keep up with demand.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 (AP)— 
The atom bomb’s radiation can 
penetrate a tightly closed ship 
and spread death throughout the 
interior, it was disclosed today in 
an “Operation Crossroads” report 
dealing with the animals used in 
the Bikini tests. 


The report said that radiation 
sickness killed all ofthe 20 pigs 
on four of the target ships used 
in the underwater bomb test. 

The pigs had been placed in the 
medical quarters of the vessels, 
which were in battle condition 
with hatches and ports closed. 
Six pigs were found dead within 
four days, the remainder died 
within two weeks. 


Only Nine Ships Undamaged. 


It was announced that “all but 
nine of the original target ships 
were either sunk, damaged or con- 
taminated in some degree by ra- 
dioactivity.” Slightly more than 
90 target craft were used in the 
two tests. 

Two submarines may be added 
to the list of ships sunk. The 
Apogon and Pilotfish are still on 
the bottom of Bikini lagoon, with 
several compartments flooded. 
The Pilotfish showed depressions 
in its hull. A third submarine, 
the Skipjack, was brought to the 
surface yesterday. 

Commenting on the tough re 
sistance of most of the subma- 
rines, the task force noted that 
of the nine target vessels escap- 
ing with negligible damage, four 
were submarines. 


Deadly Radioactive Mist. 


The underwater explosion which 
created a deadly radioactive mist 
and tossing tons of heavily con- 
taminated water aboard the tar- 
get ships produced a far more 
poisonous effect than the first 
test in which a bomb was ex- 
ploded in the air. 

In the first test 3030 rats, 176 
goats and 146 pigs were stationed 
in 22 target vessels to simulate 
crewmen. About 10 per cent of 
the animals in that test died from 
the blast of the bomb and that 10 
per cent more fell victim to radia- 
tion sickness. 


In the underwater explosion, 75 


rats were killed initially by blast, 
radiation or other reasons, and 49 
more died of radiation illness 
within a month. 

For security reasons, the task 
force has declined to specify the 
exact number or positions of an- 
imals above and below decks. 

Bomb damage in the first test 
was mainly to above-deck por- 
tions. The underwater blast, in 
addition to ripping open hulls, 
tore loose fittings inside the ships 
and flung them about with pro- 
jectile-like force. Casualties thus 
produced presumably would aug- 
ment those resulting from the 
bomb's poisoning effect. 

The task force took 4900 an- 
imals to Bikini. Some of the sur- 
viving rats, pigs and goats have 
been brought back for laboratory 
study. The 2500 remaining an- 
imals aboard the laboratory ship 
Burleson are en route to the 
United States and are due to ar- 
rive here late this month. They 
will be sent to the Naval Medical 
Research Center at Bethesda, Md., 
and other laboratories for study. 


ORDER RETURNING IN BOMBAY; 
NEW RIOTS FLARE IN CALCUTTA 


BOMBAY, Sept. 5 (AP)—Scat- 
tered police and military. gunfire 
still echoed today in Bombay but 
order appeared to be returning 
slowly after four days of Moslem- 
Hindu strife in which officials 
said 189 persons had been killed 
and 527 wounded. Unofficial esti- 
mates placed the casualties at 
more than 200 dead and 600 in- 
jured. 

Dispatches from Calcutta re- 
ported rioting had broken out 
there. The bodies of two persons, 
one stabbed and the oher beaten, 
were found by police in north and 
central Calcutta. 

The Calcutta ambulance corps 
said it had handled eight addition- 
al stabbing cases.

While Italy contended that in- 
ternationalizing Trieste would be 
a “threat to world peace,” Yugo- 
slavia demanded the whole I- 
trian peninsula, including the 
port. 

Support for Yugoslavs. 


White Russia and Czechoslo- 
vakia supported the Yugoslav 
claims at yesterday's session. Bra- 
zil suggested postponing final ac- 
tion for a year. 

White Russia proposed ceding 
to Yugoslavia a greater part of 
Venezia Giulia than contemplated 
by the “French line” adopted by 
the council. That line would have 
given Gorizia and seacoast towns 
with predominantly Italian popu- 
lations to Italy, but White Russia 
claimed “Italy wants to deprive 
the Slovenes of their normal ac- 
cess to the sea,” and such a de- 
cision “cannot promote peaceful 
conditions.” 


The Hungarian Political and 
Territorial Commission meanwhile 
was faced with Czechoslovakia's 
demands for frontier changes near 
Bratislava, capital of Slovakia ly- 
ing on ‘the Danube. By this the 
Czechoslovaks would gain a strip 
of land on the Danube’s southern 
bank permitting expansion of 
Bratislava into a large inland port. 

The territorial Commission for 
Bulgaria was informed that Greece 
would have a reply to the Bul- 
garian claim — supported by the 
Slavic states—for the return of 
western Thrace, ceded to Greece 
after World War I, and for an out- 
let to the Aegean sea. 

The military Commission made 
progress, and hoped to have its 
work on the Italian treaty fin- 
ished today. 

Surprise for Reporters. 


Reporters got a mild surprise 
yesterday when a peace conference 
sub-committee studying approxi- 
mately 20 billion dollars in repara- 
tions claims against Italy decided 
to exclude correspondents from 
“certain sessions,” with only the 
Russian delegate voting nay. 

(In Rome, Giusseppe Saragat, 
president of the Italian Con- 
stituent Assembly, announced on 
his return from Paris that an ex- 
traordinary session of the Assem- 
bly would be summoned soon to 
consider economic clauses of the 
‘proposed Italian peace treaty. A 
Foreign Office spokesman said 
the 20 billion dollars in war claims 
against Italy roughly approxi- 
mated the nation’s entire wealth.) 

Dr. Wang Shih-chieh, the Chi- 
nese foreign minister, commented 
bleakly in a statement to cor- 
respondents last night on “the 
present discordant situation” at 
the peace conference. 

He said he felt that treaties 
eventually would be concluded 
with the five former enemy coun- 
tries whose fate is being consid- 


ered now — Bulgaria, Finland, 
Hungary, Italy and Romania—but 
added: 

“Unless serious efforts are made 
immediately after this conference, 
or even earlier, to create a better 
atmosphere of mutual confidence 
and co-operation among the major 
powers, I do not believe that any 
agreement en the peace settle- 
ments with Germany and Japan 
will be achieved.”

common. Postponements of bid- 
ding on hundreds of thousands of 
shares of new issues by other 
corporations have come in during 
the last two weeks. 

Tremendous Backlog. 


Even these represent only a 
small portion of the tremendous 
backlog of new financing that is 
awaiting a more favorable market. 
Some analysts also credit post- 
ponements to the accepted fact 
that some of the new securities 
floated during the last six months 
are still in the hands of dealers 
and have yet to be digested by in- 
vestors. 

Arguments have been frequent 
in Wall Street recently as to 
whether the long-time bull market 
has ended. 

The trend for the last three 
months has been definitely down- 
ward. A 15-year average high was 
established last May 29. In June, 
the Associated Press 60-stock 
average declined $3.20 a skare. In 
July it went down $2.60 a share 
and in August $5.50 a share. 

In the big slump of last Tues- 
day the average went down $4.70 
a share. Buyers put the brakes 
on yesterday and selling pressure 
eased, with the result that a de- 
cline of only 40 cents was regis- 
tered.

named by Daniel J. Tobin, general 
president, at the Chicago conven- 
tion to work out a solution to the 
jurisdictional problem, The other 
two members of the committee 
with Murphy were Timothy (Ted) 
Cronin, a member of the Team- 
sters’ Joint Council, and Lawrence 
Camie, a business representative 
of the council and a delegate to 
the AFL convention. 

Murphy .said today that he be- 
lieved the settlement would be 
recognized by both unions as a 
fair solution to the problem, He 
said he did not anticipate any 
further resistance from the Brew- 
ery Workers’ Union, which has 
headquarters in Cincinnati. 

Tobin made it plain at the con- 
vention that the AFL wanted the 
dispute settled, and settled within 
labor’s own ranks. Labor leaders 
believe that the pattern of settle- 
ment might be used to end the dis- 
cord in other cities such as Cleve- 
land, where there has been a long 
and bitter fight between the two 
unions, 

Labor leaders pointed out also 
that Tobin’s action in urging im- 
mediate settlement came on the 
heels of CIO activity in Kansas 
City, Cincinnati and New Orleans, 
where teamsters went into the 
CIO due to organizational strife 
in the AFL ranks. 

The Brewery Workers’ Union, 
one of the oldest and most re- 
spected in labor ranks, has about 
50,000 members. Organizationally 
speaking, the Teamsters are much 
younger than the Brewery Work- 
ers but they have 10 times as 
many members. The Brewery 
Workers’ Union was suspended 
twice from the AFL in national 
convention for refusing to drop its 
fight over jurisdiction, and in St.

_ DETROIT, Sept. 5 (AP) — The 


automobile industry should be 
able to reach production of 6,000,- 
000 vehicles a year by this time 
next year or early in 1948, provided 
another wave of strikes does not 
intervene, according to C. E. Wil- 
son, president of General Motors 
Corp. 

“If we can't do that in another 
year or so,” he told a press con- 
ference, “it’s going to be pretty 
tough.” 

The greatest threat to increased 


production, he said, lies in con- 
tinuing strikes and government 
controls. 

Asserting that the national ad- 
ministration has “changed its 
Wwage-price policy” three times be- 
@ween August 1945 and March 
1946, Wilson said: . 

“I think the Government should 


have a price-wage policy and stick | 


to it. The only reason for control 
of prices is to avoid inflation. 
When either wage or price control 
goes out, both should go.” 

Indicating he feared another 
“wave of strikes,” Wilson said: 

“Another wave of price and 
wage increases certainly will re- 
duce the potential car market; 
many people who otherwise could 
afford cars won't come up with 
them.” 

Despite mumerous shortages 
which he included as among 
the most critical the scarcities of 
lead, copper, sheet metal and oth- 
er items, he said September pro- 
duction of the corporation’s vari- 


ous divisions should move up 20 


per cent above that of August, 
and October output about the same 
degree above September assem- 


blies. 
After that, he added, production 


probably will level off for a couple | 


of months. 


He said General Motors in the 
first year following the war had | 


produced only about 400,000 pas- 
senger cars when it should have. 
made 1,400,000. 

General Motors, he added, still 
was trying to get governmental 
permission to buy lead in the for- 
eign market. There is enough cop- 
per, he added, in the Government’s 
reserve to meet industry’s needs if 
it is properly distributed. 

The corporation, Wilson said, 
should have some additional price 
relief and is preparing to request 
it of the price administration 
agencies. 

Asked how much would be 
sought he said “Oh, roughly about 
$100 a car.”

This political achievement is of 
such size that it staggers the im- 
agination. 

So thorough was the Communist 
political planning that, long before 
V-E day, Moscow had “govern- 
ments” und policies all ready for 
Poland, Hungary, Yugoslavia, Bul- 
garia, Albania, and Romania. The 
only exception was Czechoslo- 
vakia, for President Benes secured 
a Czech-Soviet friendship pact and 
an independent, though pro-Soviet 
cabinet, 

From Moscow a Mr. Krasnodeb- 
ski traveled to become president 
of Poland under the name of 
Boreslaw Bierut and the Commu- 
nist party secretary, Wladyslaw 
Gomulka, was apopinted Polish 
vice premier. 

After a visit to Stalin, and upon 
the urging of the new Polish re- 
gime, Dr. Oscar Lange, University 
of Chicago economist, gave up his 
American citizenship to become 
Polish ambassador to Washington. 

Victory In Czechoslovakia.

FEWER GENERALS DIE IN BED 
THAN ADMIRALS, IN WARTIME 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 (UP)— 
It is safer to be an admiral than 
a general, according to figures 
compiled by the Army and Navy 
today. 

The *War Department reported 
that 111 Army generals—or one 
out of every 20—became casual- 
ties in World War II. Navy fig- 
ures showed that 13 admirals died 
in the war, for a casualty ratio of 
one in 40. 

Twenty-four generals were kined 
in action; 28 were wounded in 
combat, two of whom died later 
of wounds; one died of exposure, 
one in an enemy prison camp, 
nine were killed in air crashes, 19 
were taken prisoner and 29 died 
The generals 
suffered less than half the casual- 
ties in ratio of numbers compared 
to the G.I.s, who lost one in 12. 

Four admirals were killed in ac- 
tion, one lost overboard at sea, 
three were killed in plane crashes, 
one was missing and declared 
dead, three died of illness and one 
took his own life from combat 
fatigue. Four Marine generals 
also lost their lives. One was 
killed in a plane crash, one in an 
accident overseas, two died of ill- 
ness.

The official Swedish reply, how- 
ever, did not indicate Sweden's 
intention of ‘revising the agree- 
ment. Government officials said 
the State Department had learned 
of Sweden's desire to alter it 
through the American embassy in 
Stockholm. 

The American message to Stock- 
holm, sent Aug. 16, maintained 
that the effect of the agreement 
“would be to. allocate specified 
quantities of Swedish exports for 
shipment to Russia irrespective of 
superior commercial opportunities 
which may develop in other coun- 
tries.” 

In commenting on the Russian- 
Swedish negotiations at his news 
conference, Clayton emphasized 
that the United States was not 
objecting to Sweden’s-intention of 
lending $278,000,000 to Russia but 
was concerned solely with the 
commercial aspects of an ex- 
clusive bi-lateral deal. Emphasiz- 
ing that he still had not seen. the 
text of the agreement, Clayton 
said bi-lateral transactions of this 
type always: 

1. Tend to deprive other na- 
tions of the materials which will 
be supplied to the second party 
in the agreement. 

2. Makes it impossible for 


other countries to furnish ma-

films made for it by the Soviet- 
controlled German film trust. 


The war chest is already being 
used in part to finance a house-to- 
house canvass in Berlin. Every 
Berliner is being asked whether 
he will vote the Soviet way. The 
warning is being given that the 
British, Americans and French will 
evacuate Berlin soon and that 
those who Vote wrong will suffer 
later.

Aren’t you overlooking our biggest so- 
cial ulcer of all—lack of supervision and 
diseipline in the home—lack of a sense 
of responsibility on the part of today’s 
parents? Children from 10 to 18 are 
committing 56 per cent of all crimes, ac- 
cording to the Department of Justice’s 
1944 figures. Readers’ Digest reprints 
„Tomorrow's Gangsters” from the Ki- 
wanis Magazine. According to this 
study,

juvenile crime problem. The remedy: 
“When a child destroys property, let 
the parents foot the bill. When a 
child is arrested, let the parents be 
brought into court and fined for neglect 

„ Without exception (parents) 
should be fined for allowing a young 
child to be out after dark.” 

Crime has dropped 75 per cent in a 
Western city where parents are fined 
$50 if the child is on the streets after 
8 and gets into trouble. 

A teacher I know was forced by threat 

of his job and a lawsuit to buy a new 
sweater for a child who told his father 
the teacher tore it when shaking him 
by the arm. Actually, the sweater was 
torn in a schoolyard scuffle. Yet the 
parents couldn’t figure out why the child 
became a delinquent. 
Strange, isn’t it, that the children 
whose parents say, “If you behave in 
such a way as to need any punishment 
at school, the teacher has my permis- 
sion to administer it and I will repeat 
the performance when you get home,” 
get along beautifully and rarely, if ever, 
meed any punishment? 

Many parents will thank you for 
launching a campaign here for proper 
legislation and enforcement, putting the 
responsibility where it belongs. If Pop 
has to pay $100 for the damage Sonny 
did at school last night, I'll bet any- 
thing Pop will make it his business to 
know where Sonny is tonight and every 
night!

The British-American Entente, to give the 
de facto name of the relationship now existing 
between the two great Western powers, steadily 
pushes to the right in the choice of factions 
with which it allies itself in other countries. 


Great Britain, with Ameritan consent, has 
successfully backed the return of the hateful 
and discredited House of Glucksberg in Greece. 
Before that, Britain backed—this time unsuc- 
cessfully—the House of Savoy in Italy. While 
Russia tries to unseat the usurper Franco in 
Spain, Britain takes the role of his champion, 
and the United States does not stay Britain’s 
hand. In Germany the Communists make time 
while the British and Americans muddle and 
dawdle and cover up their ineptitude. 

On the other side of the world, the picture 
is if possible worse. American arms have 
helped the British, as a favor to The Nether- 
lands, subdue the Indonesian patriots seeking 
self-rule. In China ‘America has until recently, 
and against the wishes of Generals like Stilwell 
and Wedemeyer, upheld the hand of Chiang 
Kai-shek, who turns his back upon the middle- 
of-the-road elements of China and plays the 
tune called by the right-wing exploiters of the 
Kuomintang, 


In Japan Gen. MacArthur is proud that he 
has so utilized the prestige of Emperor Hiro- 
hito that he is able to occupy Japan with 
a mere token force which is outnumbered by 
the Japanese military by a thousand to one. 
But the disturbing fact remains that we have 
thereby foregone the opportunity to build up 
a democratic element capable of resisting some 
future coup of the Japanese imperialists. In 
Hirohito we have preserved a potent and com- 
pliant symbol which our now quiescent ene- 
mies, the Japanese aristocrats and militarists, 
may eventually use against us. 

One can sense the uneasy and unpleasant 
situation in these words from an article writ- 
ten for the American Mercury by William 
Bayles, who toured Japan as an observer for 
the War Department: 

A mild attack on the Japanese aristocra- 
cy, intended for the benefit of the Ameri- 
can reading public, resulted in such a flood 
of resignations of titles that the MacArthur 
headquarters was thrown into a mild panic 
lest the entire aristocratic system commit 
hara-kiri and leave a dangerous vacuum 
which might suck in Communism. 

It is an ironic commentary when an Ameri- 
can Army of Occupation becomes alarmed over 
the resignations of the very people we had 
identified as our arch-enemies. But it is no 
more ironic than the great build-up we have 
given Hirohito, who has been transformed in 
one year from a ‘crafty warlord into a papier- 
mache pattern of a benevolent monarch. 


It is true that the United States and the 
British Commonwealth are engaged in world 
competition between the democratic and the 
Communist philosophies. In playing for allies 
in this contest we would be fools not to remem- 
ber certain principles of historic continuity and 
social dynamics. 

But it is a too-easy assumption to say that 
in resisting Communism, in Greece or Spain 
or Japan, the best bet is to find allies in 
the forces of reaction. It may be the easiest 
answer for the moment, but it is a course that 
fights with every principle for which we said 
we fought in the war. And what does it do to 
our principles and our consciences? 


In the long view it seems also the surest 
way to lose the battle. Only blind men can 
fail to see the rise of economic democracy in 
the world. It is evidenced in this country by 
the “Roosevelt revolution,“ in Britain by the 
triumph of the Labor party, in France by the 
victory of the successors to the Social Front. 


This is a legitimate force and a historic fact 
that must be reckoned with. It is a force that 
we can bend to our ends in resisting Commu- 
nism. Or, by damming it up, we can create 
discontent which some day may break over 
into the very form of extreme radicalism we 
are trying to combat, 4 a 

It may be tedious, difficult and laborious to 
seek out and encourage in each of the “second 
order” countries in question the democratic 
elements who are our proper political allies, 
but it is dangerous to take the “easy” way of 
adopting the exploiters and dictators. 

It is time to take a long look at what we are 
doing in Greece and Spain, in China, Java and 
Japan, and to ask ourselves in all conscience: 
Why have we fought two world wars anyway? 
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A Firm Hand With Tito 

Unless Premier Marshal Tito realizes now the 
gravity with which the United States Govern- 
ment views Yugoslavia’s offenses against this 
country, and the determination of the State De- 
partment to exact redress, he is extraordinarily 
impervious to the power of words to convey 
meaning. 

Acting Secretary of State Clayton’s note 
handed to the Yugoslav charge d'affaires in 
Washington yesterday disproved in detail Tito's 
charges of repeated flights over his country’s 
territory by United States planes. The note as- 
serted acceptance of one of Tito’s requests, that 
the two governments agree on a code of signals 
for planes, and reasserted acceptance of another, 
that Belgrade be assured American planes will 
not fly over Yugoslav territory except in emer- 
gencies. 

It stripped the wordy exchange down to its 
essentials: the United States expects Yugoslavia 
to indemnify the families and dependents of the 
Americans it killed, and expects compensation 
for the United States planes it destroyed; and 
after that there will be no need for any more 
conversation about it. 

Tito has thus far shown a disposition to be 
contentious, truculent and evasive. Instead of 
making the proper reparations and assurances 
and closing the incident, he has dragged out 
the affair to still more serious proportions by 
making only part-satisfaction of the offense. 

The crux of the matter is that Tito’s govern- 
ment, which was helped into power by United 
States arms and supplies, and whose people have 
been fed with United States food, has shot down 
two American planes, killing the pilot and crew 
of one.

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A Test of Wage Controls 

American shipping faces its second labor 
crisis in three months, and the issue this 
time is one that concerns the nation’s whole 
economic system. For the trouble is not be- 
tween the seamen and the shipowners, but be- 
tween these two groups together and the Wage 
Stabilization Board, which is entrusted with 


the same function with respect to labor as the 


OPA exercises with respect to commodities. 
The unions involved are the Sailors Union 
ef the Pacific and the Seafarers International 
Union, operating respectively on the West and 
the East Coast and both affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor. These unions 
and the lines whose glutted ships they man 
have amiably agreed on wages—an increase 
of $22.50 a month on the West Coast and $27.50 
on the East Coast. But the Wage Stabilization 
Board has said no, such increases ‘would be 
inflationary. 

By comparison with the increase granted 
the CIO National Maritime Union last June, 
the proposed increases look large. The NMU 
settled for a raise of $17.50 a month. But the 
President was threatening then to man the 
ships with military personnel if there were a 
strike, and the CIO has resented the contract 
ever since as having been forced “at the point 
of bayonets.” The CIO sailors may be expected 
to demand retroactive increases to match what- 
ever grant is made to the AFL unions. 

At the moment the Wage Stabilization Board 
has voted 5 to 0 ta reopen the case. Mean- 
while, to increase the pressure, AFL seamen on 
the East Coast, the West Coast—and Gulf ports 
have gone on strike, and the CIO maritime 
workers are observing the picket lines. 

“For my part,” says Harry Lundberg, head 
of the Sailors Union of the Pacific. “the Wage 
Stabilization Board can reconsider a decision to 
go back to sleep.” The rest of the country will 
not dismiss quite so airily the board and its 
mission to guard against inflation by wage con- 
trols. 

Seamen have long been underpaid, and the 
increases which the CIO seamen accepted last 
June under threat of the use of force may 
be less than the facts justify. But the Wage 
Stabilization Board should make its finding on 
these facts, unimpressed by strike pressure, 
and the President should stand behind the de- 
cision. Inflation controls cannot wobble along 
on one leg. 1 


What Heat of Battle? 


The Navy, planning to air-condition its ships 
in order to keep its men in the best of fighting 
trim, has introduced a new note into the science 
of competition. Fighting an air-conditioned 
enemy with no better air on one’s own side than 
Nature has provided is, we gather from what the 
Admirals have to say of it, very much like taking 
up an arquebus and going out to do battle with 
a supersonic rocket. There is no manner of 
percentage in it. 

The American naval man means to have the 
percentage on his side. His strength will be as 
the strength of 10 because he is air-conditioned. 
Does the prospect strike terror to any would-be 
challenger? It should also strike a quaver or 
two to all competitors everywhere. 

The precedent is plain. If the United States 
sailor, one of the toughest competitors extant, 
cannot compete successfully enough without air 
conditioning, what future is there for the 
butcher, the baker, the mazda-bulb maker who 
lack it? What hope for the completely un-air- 
conditioned salesman of goods or services who 
is up against a cooled, filtered and dehumidified 
In this new age of competition, 
success will be one part inspiration and nine 
parts air-conditioning. 
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“Shannon Loses Seat on State Committee,” 
says a headline. Well, it’s one of those eventu- 
alities a man has to steel himself against when 
he goes into politics. 
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The High Old Days 

The high old days of the late 30s returned 
to Washington, over the line in Franklin 
County, for a little while when the city voted 
Tuesday on whether to erect a municipal light 
plant or stick it out with Union Electric. 

For a few gay hours telephone lines were 
clogged by ingratiating calls reminding citizens 
of what a fine civic institution they have in 
Union Electric; voters were jitnied back and 
forth from the polls by attentive and assiduous 
Union Electric employes; and sample ballots 
were passed out in reams to remind the voters 


how to mark the ticket if they would—by Union 


Electric’s interpretation—avoid an _increase in 
taxes. 

Union Electric, on the whole, was almost 
as obliging as it was in 1937 when it secretly 
reimbursed the town of Washington for the 
costs of two elections held in two months to 
try to gain for the company a 10-year street 
lighting contract. Carter Lewis, who showed 
a great social interest in Washington about that 
time, was on hand at the election Tuesday 


and for several days preceding, handing out 


handbills, supervising advertising and muster- 
ing the town’s 30 Union Electric employes from 


their wonted useful pursuits to labor in the 


Cause. 

The goings-on at Washington were an im- 
proper form of electioneering and an imposition 
on people who have the right to make their 
wishes known in such matters without being 
pulled and puled at by utility employes who are 
called from needed tasks in the distribution of 
electricity.

Senator Elbert D. Thomas, the chairman 
of the Senate Military Affairs Committee, 
has announced that he is drafting a letter 
to be ready on the President's desk when 
the latter returns from his vacation, calling 
for immediate executive action toward the 
reorganization of the armed services in 
that considerable area in ‘which there is no 
need to wait upon Congress. 


Recent events will lend urgency to the 
appeal. We have had vivid demonstrations 
in the last few days and weeks that the 
world is at least growing no more peace- 
able; that the problems of military tech- 
nology are growing. no less intricate, and 
that sound military policy and planning 
are still vital factors in the successful con- 
duct of our international affairs. 


Yet with the demobilization of the war 
establishments, followed by the failure of 
the President’s merger bill, we are without 
even a basis on which to begin the erection 
of any real military policy of any kind. 


Floundering in Uncertainty 


The various services, embittered by the 
merger fight, have been left floundering in 
a complete uncertainty. According to Sena- 
tor Thomas, there is less unity of command 
at Pearl Harbor today than there was in 
December, 1941. At the moment we have a 
strong naval squadron roaming the Medi- 
terranean in complete detachment from the 
armies of occupation in Italy and Germany, 
and if there is any effective liaison be- 
tween the Army, the Navy and the State 
Department in Europe it must still be 
largely of the informal sort. 


As to what is actually being done about 
the lessons of Bikini and tests of other new 
weapons the public knows little. But it sees 


the Army, the Army Air Forces and the 
Navy each apparently going their own way 
with a minimum of long-range co-ordinated 
plan. 


Such a situation is both dangerous and 
unnecessary. After all, the long and angry 
debate over service unification did more 
than generate mere heat and verbiage. A 
good deal of constructive thought came out 
of it. 


Agreement on Eight Points 


On May 31, when Secretaries Patterson 
and Forrestal prepared a final summary of 
their views for the President, they found 
themselves in agreement on eight impor- 
tant points; on only four were they forced 
to differ. President Truman reached his 
own decision on these four and bundled the 
whole up into the Thomas bill, which failed. 


But there is still the agreement achieved 


on the eight points. These, calling for uch 


things as the establishment of a Council of 
Common Defense, a National Security Re- 
sources Board, confirming the position of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, setting up com- 
mon agencies of intelligence, procurement, 
research and education, could for-the most 
part be implemented by executive order. 


Without prejudice to possible further leg- 
islation they would lay a foundation of serv- 
ice co-ordination which would be indispens- 
able to any reorganization scheme. Senator 
Thomas is quite right in insisting that the 
military services cannot simply be left kick- 
ing about in a vacuum. 


The shaping of a firm military policy is 
a vital task, and it is imperative to get on 
with what can be done now, even if certain 
final issues are still open. 


How to Make Politics a Career 


From the Minneapolis Sunday Tribune 


Lincoln Steffens, who once defined poli- 
tics as “nothing but good manners in pub- 
lic,” probably did more than any other sin- 
gle publicist to sour the American people 
on public service as a career. After the 
Great Muckraker’s exposes of municipal 
graft and corruption in the 1900s, the stere- 
otype of a politician as a big-paunched ras- 
cal in striped trousers and stovepipe hat 
was deeply etched on the public mind. 


Even today, too many of us, when we 
think of a politician, think of fellows like 
Frank “I Am the Law” Hague, Tom Pen- 
dergast, Boss Crump, Huey Long, Boss 
Tweed of Minneapolis's famed Mayor of 
another era, “Doc” Ames. 

It is not surprising, then, that 65 per 
cent of the people of this country say they 
wouldn’t want their sons to become poli- 
ticians. That is the verdict returned in 
the National 
latest poll on the subject. Two years ago, 
the same question evoked, a 69 per cent 
negative response. 

These findings coincide with those pub- 
lished in September, 1944, by the Miane- 
sota Poll. Minnesotans vetoed politics as a 
desirable career for their sons to the tune 
of 70 per cent. Only 16 per cent thought 


it a good idea and 14 per cent were unde-

ident, such contempt for politics is disturb- 
ing. For politics, after all, is the means by 
which the people’s will is translated into 
self-government. 

“Making politics a vital part of the fuller 
life calls for no apologies,” Henry Wallace 
wrote in his book “60,000,000 Jobs.” Our 
free enterprise democracy can progress only 
through political parties and politiciess, 
good and bad. It is the people’s job to en- 
courage the good politicians and eliminate 
the bad.” 

The problem of luring responsible men 
and women into careers of elective office- 
seeking and of inducing others to run is 
largely one of raising the scale of legitimate 
financial rewards in relation to occupation- 
al opportunities in private business. But 
it is also one of semantics. The NORC poll 
already quoted, found that 63 per cent of 
the American people felt it would be 
right for Junior to become a lawyer—and 
law traditionally has been a stepping stone 
to politics. Perhaps a more palatable word 
to describe the functions of a politician 
might help,

A VOLUNTEER'S ADVENTURES, by John William 
De Forest. (Yale University Press, New Haven, Conn.) 
It is strange how an occasional new book 

about our ancient: Civil War, echoing the 
dull thud of iron Parrotts and the whistle 
of Minie balls, can prove more interesting 
reading than many of the books resound- 
ing with the crashing roar of the V-2 and 
the chatter of the machine gun. 

This Blue vs. Gray epic, skillfully edited 
by James H. Croushore, is made up from 
the letters of Capt. John William De For- 
est, who was an obscure but excellent Union 
soldier. He also was a most uncoOmpromis- 
ing realist and a very articulate writer. His 
penchant for noting and understanding the 
small personal comedies and tragedies of 
his men, plus his style of writing, carries 
the flavor of Ernie Pyle. 

. * * 

De Forest wrote his letters with a sure- 
ness of perspective and an instinctive per- 
ception of the dramatic. They tell of 
cowardice as well as valor. According to 
De Forest, “the terror of battle is not an 
abiding impression, but comes and goes like 
throbs of pain, especially with veterans who 
have learned to know when there is press- 
ing danger.” 

Although he had no use for the phony 
officer, this veteran received orders from 
a Lieutenant-Colonel to place a cannon im- 
properly and “to defend it to the last,” 
with the comment: “It was rather funny 
to receive instructions from an officer who 
never had been in action and who did not 
know what ought to be done.” 

And after a few rear echelon characters 
and skulkers get hit, De Forest comments: 
“Men in the front are always disposed to 
chuckle when their comrades in the rear 
get a share of the slaughtering.”

My Impressions of Stalin 


(Prof. Laski recently visited Russia as head of a British Labor 
delegation seeking to develop Anglo-Soviet understanding. In the 
following article he gives the impressions he received of Premier 
Stalin in the long interview the mission had with the Soviet 
leader.) 
ENERALISSIMO STALIN is, on any showing, an impressive 
person, The immediate impact he makes on one is of shrewd- 
ness, quite remarkable patience and a good deal of quiet and 


sly humor. 


He asks questions: he reflects) 


with care before he replies to 
questions. There is, perhaps, a 
certain unmistakable sense of 
withdrawal about him, as though 


he was giving a self to you which 
is never his ultimate and com- 
He is watchfül and 
reserved, But he can be frank 
and gay, and no one can be as 
long with him as was the British 
Labor party delegation without 
the conviction of his capacity to 
size up men. 

I cannot, of course, discuss our 
conversation in detail; I can give 
only some of the results at hand 
upon my own view of his out- 
look, realizing that I give con- 
clusions without evidence that I 
feel morally bound to withhold. 
But I feel certain that these are 
fair “conclusions since I have 
turned them over and over again 
in my mind, and see no evidence 
in my notes which would lead me 
to change them. 

Nor do I believe that Stalin is 
a great actor, who was putting on 
“theater” for our benefit, On the 
contrary, I think my colleagues 
would agree with me that two of 
is outstanding characteristics 
wre directness and simplicity. 


Leader of a Team. 


1. In the normai sense of the 
term, I do not think he can be 
called a dictator. Powerful, yes; 
influential, yes; likely to have his 
views weighed with a care and 


an eagerness that no one else can 


rival—that is also true. 

But he is the leader of a team 
the Politbureau—and he must 
convince the team. He will find 
criticism there, dissent as well as 
agreement; and however much 
there may be a tendency instinc- 
tively to go along with him, he 
can never be really certain that 
he will win. At least three of his 
colleagues in the *Politbureau 
come very close to him in the 
authority they exercise. 

2. His anxiety to avoid war is 
outstanding—he knows the size of 
the Russian problem He knows 
that it is only soluble on the basis 
of peace. Though he shares the 
common view of all Russians that 
there is profound hostility over 
most of the world to Communist 
ideals, he really is anxious to find 
a modus vivendi with the West. 

3. His main interest is in the in- 
ternal, rather than on the external, 
scene. There he has thought eut 
with extreme care and precision 
the questions to be asked. I sus- 
pected that, on foreign matters, 
his outlook is built more on gen- 
eral principles than upon exact 
knowledge, and that in this field 
he is more dependent upon the 
aid of his colleagues than in the 
Russian field where he can, and 
does, make direct and independ- 
ent judgments of his own. 

In the foreign field a good deal 
of his thinking is conditioned by 
the quality of the information 
that reaches him. It is possible to 
think, without prejudice, that the 
quality of that information is not 
as high as it should be, 


Drawn to Roosevelt. 


4. The elasticity of his approach 
to Socialism is far greater than 
the outside world assumes. He 
does not think that the Russian 
method is a universal formula, He 
realizes quite clearly that it was 
born of special Russian conditions, 
and that there are other possible 
routes to a socialist society. He 
thinks of them as far less costly, 
if a good deal longer. 

He realizes quite fully the ex- 
treme folly of seeking to impose a 
Russian pattern on a country the 
traditions of which are unrelated 
to it. On the other hand, he will 
not easily be convinced either of 
the good will of business men, or 
of the superior validity of “classi- 
cal” democracy in its Western 
parliamentary form, as à vehicle 
through which fundamental 
change gets itself readily accepted. 

5. He follows an argument with 
quick discrimination, and a swift 
power to separate the weak parts 
from the strong. He states his 


view slowly, but with a quiet con- 
fidence of emphasis that is im- 
pressive. He rarely raises his 
voice, 

There is no rhetoric about his 
phrasing. When he seeks to drive 
a point home, his habit seems to 
be to quote an old Russian 
proverb as the fina] expression of 
its validity. Quite obviously, he 


tionate, regard for the folk-wis- 
dom embodied in these proverbs. 
6. He knows a good deal of 
English history, especially on its 
trade union side. He is deeply in- 
terested in America, and it is, I 
think, quite unquestionable that 
President Roosevelt made a very 
great impression upon him, He 
realizes fully the immense re- 
sources, especially the technologi- 
cal resources, at the disposal of 
the United States, and its inher- 
ent experimentalism of temper. 


Puts Things Before Ideas. 


7. He has a grave courtesy, and 
his manner is simple in the ex- 
treme. As he talks, he has rarely 
any expression on his face, though 
one can tell when there is an 
inner amusement at what he is 
saying by the remarkable expres- 
siveness in his eyes. When you 
talk in reply, he gives you the 
whole of his attention and 
watches with care the light and 
shade in the translator’s render- 
ing, putting questions to him 80 
as to be quite sure that he has 
made out your meaning. 

8. He is not interested so much 
in the play of mind as he is in 
the arrangement of things. He 
has, therefore, more interest in 
engineers, doctors, architects and 
so forth than he has in tft specu- 
lative intellectual. But he is deep- 
ly impressed by science and its 
significance, and the under-cur- 
rent of all his thinking is set by 
the conviction that the govern- 
ment most able to utilize scientific 
research is the government most 
likely to serve its people. 

9, He has no sort of doubt about 
the urgency of defending the Rus- 
sian experiment, and that urgency 
is not merely national. Though I 
doubt whether he has the cosmo- 
politan outlook of Lenin, he sees 
beyond Russia itself to the con- 
viction that Socialism is an inter- 
national idea, the salvation of 
which depends upon its ability to 
obtain international expression, 


He Respects Power. 


10, The years of civil war and 
the years when Russia was treat- 


ed as a pariah have made a very 
deep impression on his mind. 
Those associated, outside Russia, 
with antagonism to the consolida- 
tion of the Revolution are unlikely 
to win his confidence easily or to 
retain it except by the proof that 
they desire genuinely to work with 
Russia for common ends. 


11. He has a deep respect for 
power as such, The strong state, 
the strong man, strength in itself, 
these mean a good deal to him. 
He likes a hot argument. He does 
not resent the vivid attack. He 
can laugh heartily at any blow 
that touches him neatly. He does 
not hesitate to hit back with vigor 
and he watches you quizzically to 
see the effect of what he reterts. 
There is an ease and elasticity in 
his conversation which, though it 
may be built round a frame of 
unbending principles, is, I think, 
realistic and sensitive to the cur- 
rents of opinion of which he is 
aware. 

I say “of which he is aware.” 

The main thing about which I 
remained uncertain was how 
much of the stream of thought 
and ideas outside of Russia pene- 
trates to him through the narrow 
bottleneck of the Russian Foreign 
Office. I wondered whether there 
was enough ease and freedom of 
intercourse in London and Paris, 
in Washington and Rome. The 
technique of communication in 
international affairs is a very 
complicated problem. My own sus- 
picion is that the Russian method 
has maximized the chance of mak- 
ing it dim and misunderstood,

Charles 
Wimar, who. preferred to be 
known as Carl Wimar, was born 
in Germany. His family emi- 
grated to America in 1843, settling 
in St. Louis.

HE first day of the Democratic 
state convention came to an 
end with a feeling of enthusi- 
asm, I think, among all those 
present. I am quite sure that we 
will be told that this feeling has 
been equally present at the con- 
vention which the Republicans 
are holding in Saratoga Springs. 
A man in office has, of course, 
many practical advantages. He 
has state appointees ready to or- 
ganize his campaign, and people 
who hope for favors or who have 
already received them can be 
called upon for active support. 
On the other hand, in this state 
there is a long-standing tradition 
of good Democratic government. 
Frequently, in the past, a Demo- 
cratic administration has had to 
carry its program through in 
spite of a Republican majority in 
the legislature. Surprisingly 
enough, Democratic governors 
have often succeeded, even under 
these difficult circumstances, in 
putting over their programs. 


* * * 


AS THE DAY progressed, I 
think the enthusiasm of the dele- 
gates to our Democratic conven- 
tion increased, as did their sense 
of solidarity. There is no fight 
here as in Saratoga. Naturally, 
it is impossible for everyone to 
have the candidate of his choice 
named, and many counties leave 
a convention with a feeling that 
they would have liked recognition 
which they haven't received. 
These are, however, the fortunes 
of politics, and what you do not 
get in one way, you may get in 
another. 

I have rarely seen a convention 
show so much enthusiasm before 
the nominees themselves came to 
the platform. ‘There were two 
Banners were 
marched around he hall; and peo- 
ple streamed out after their ban- 
ners. 

Mayor William O’Dwyer of New 


York, who was here Monday night , 


for the caucus of leaders, spent 
most of yesterday in New York 
City struggling in vain to bring

Economical 
Menus for 
Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


OOD cheese cake is one of the 
Ge of desserts and now 

while we are trying to do our 
part in the flour saving program, 
we should include them in our 
menus oftener. There is as much 
science as art in making the des- 
sert perfect, but what science 
there is to it is easy enough for 
any of us women who cook regu- 
lar meals to understand, Of course, 
we need to have a delicious tast- 
ing filling to begin with, but it 
must be baked correctly to look 
as good as it tastes. It is most 
important to give attention to the 
crumb crust which is patted over 
the bottom and up the sides of a 
spring form pan. 

When the crumb mixture is 
patted over the bottom in a thin 
layer, the heat finds its way 
through the curst so quickly that 
it begins to coagulate the lower 
layer of filling before it has time 
to begin soaking through the 
crust to make it soggy. And this 
heat though only moderate moves 
right on up through the filling 
eVenly so that it cooks uniformly 
all the way through. The result is 
that the cheese cake remain level 
on the top in baking and as it 
cools. When the crust is right, 
and the baking is correct, a slice 
of cheese cake shows little or no 
soaking of the 2 into the 
crust and the filling is f evel across 
the top. And the consistency of 
the filling is very smooth like that 
of a perfect custard,

package zwieback or rusks,

Mix zwieback crumbs with the 
2 tablespoons sugar and the melt- 
ed butter. Pat all but % cup of 
this mixture on the bottom and 
sides of a well-buttered inch 
spring form pan to form a crust. 
The mixture on the bottom should 
be thinner than that on the sides. 
Have cream cheese warmed to 
room temperature, cream the 
cheese until soft and smooth and 
gradually add the cream. Beat 
with a rotary beater until light 
and fluffy. Add the galt, vanilla 
and sugar and. continue to beat 
until thoroughly mixed. Beat egg 
whites until stiff and then beat 
youks until thick and light in 
color. Add the yolks to the cream 
cheese mixture and beat well. 
Quickly fold in the beaten egg 
whites, Pour into the crumb-lined 
pan and sprinkle lightly with the 
remaining zwieback crumbs. Bake 
at 300 degrees F. (slow) for 1 
hour. Turn off heat and leave in 
oven for 1 hour. Remove from 
oven and allow to cool. Remove 
spring form and serve.

OST daring music in the jazz field today is that of 
Mew Raeburn. A nondescript musician around Chicago 

several years ago, Raeburn has had several orchestras 
flop since then, now has a musicians’ band in Los Angeles, 
has done a lot of transcriptions and a few records with top 
studio men. One man willing to take a chance with Rae- 
burn’s mixture of Stravinsky, Bartok, Ellington, et al, is Ben 
Pollack, former band leader now president of Jewel Record 
Company. His firm has already issued several Raeburn sin- 
gies, including the interesting “Boyd Meets Stravinsky” and 
“Yerxa.” Now comes a Jewel album of three 10-inch discs, 
“Innovations by Boyd Raeburn.” Arrangements are by the 
much-discussed George Handy and Ed Finckel. On first audi- 
tion, the sides provide suspense, surprise. There are changes 
in time, melody woven in and out of weird ensemble passages, 
modern and purer harmonies combined—strictly music for 
listening.

Two cups cooked ham, one-half 
cup white sauce, two eggs slightly 
beaten,» one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth teaspoon mustard, few 
grains cayenne, pastry, two hard 
cooked eggs, sliced, strips of green 
pepper, ripe olives, aspic jelly, let- 
tuce. 

Put ham through food chopper. 
Add white sauce, eggs, salt, mus- 
tard and cayenne. Mix thoroughly. 
Line a loaf pan with pastry and 
fill with ham, placing hard-cooked 
eggs, strips of green pepper and 
olives evenly through the ham 
mixture. Cover with pastry and 
bake ten minutes at 500 degrees

North should have bid two no 
trump on the second round, in- 
stead of jump-raising the dia- 
monds. A game contract in no 
trump would have been far supe 
rior to the minor-suit contract. 

If West had happened to lead a 
high heart the five-diamond con- 
tract would have met a quick and 
disastrous finish, but, not unnat- 
urally, West preferred the spade- 
queen opening—which gave South 
a chance, 

Instead of rushing to get out 
the trumps—as so many declar- 
ers would do—South cashed only 
the diamond king, then laid down 
the club king and led to the club 
ace. A third round of clubs was 
ruffed high, to prevent an over- 
ruffr~then, when the club suit 
was found not to break, declarer 
cashed his remaining spade trick 
—to strip that suit from the 
North-South hands — and led a 
low trump to dummy’s ace. 

The fact that both opponents 
followed to ws 8 round of 
trumps ve u 0 
nity he — looking for. on ta. 
stead of having to depend on a 
favorable position of the heart 
ace, South merely led another 
club and gave East the trick, dis- 
carding a heart from the closed 
hand. Obviously East was fixed. 
A heart return would set up the 
king, and a spade return would 
let declarer discard another heart 
while ruffing in dummy,
